Robin Metcalfe, curator, critic and writer will be speaking January 16th at 18:30 in room 108 of the 
Bourget (graduate) building on 1230, rue de la montagne. He has been active as an independent 
critic and curator in Halifax since 1982. His past exhibitions include Subject/Matter (1992) and 
Object Lessons (1995) at the Art Gallery of Nova Scotia, Queer Looking, Queer Acting:Lesbian and 
Gay Vernacular (1997) for the Mount Saint Vincent University Art Gallery, Dressing Down (1998) for 
the Oakville Galleries and the film and video programme Big Hair (1998) for the Centre for Art 
Tapes. He recently served as co-curator (with Susan Gibson-Garvey) of the sculpture exhibition, The 
Very Thing, at the Dalhousie University Art Gallery. He was the chief organizer and administrator for 
HX: Halifax Exhibition of International Contemporary Art, a muiti-gallery festival of exhibitions and 
events during the summer of 2000. Recently nominated for two awards for bestselling book, Studio 
Rally:Art and Craft of Nova Scotia (Goose Lane Editions/ Studio Rally Productions, 1999) he works 
with a wide range of media and contemporary cultural practices, including visual arts, architecture, 
craft and design, and has a special interest in issues of Queer gsc) and the body. His 
fiction, poetry and essays have been published in eight anthologies and more than fifty magazines, 
in four languages and on four continents. He is an Editor-at-Large for C Magazine and the national 
contact coordinator for the Association of Independent Curators/ Association des commissaires.

This will take place on January 25, 2001 in MF - 108 (1230 de 
la Montagne) from 1:30 to 4:30 pm.

FASA Is Making A Come-Back

A General Assembly for students enrolled in the faculty of Fine Arts will be held in the lobby of the 
VA building, January the 25th, to ratify the resuscitation of the Fine Arts Student Alliance (FASA). 


Unlike students enrolled in the Faculties of Commerce and Engineering, Fine Arts students have 
been without a faculty-wide student association for approximately four years now. Although faculty- 
wide student associations typically get involved in events promoting the enrichment of student-life, 
their primary role is to advocate the interests of students on issues specifically related to their 
faculty of study. 


In particular, the resurrection of FASA will benefit Fine Arts students at large through their 
representation on decision-making committees, such as that over-viewing ee construction of the 
new Fine Arts facilities. In addition, departmental student organizations, (such as and the Cinema 
Student Association, the Music Students Association and CAST (Theatre)) also stand to benefit from 
support and facilitation tailored to their needs. 


Representing Fine Arts in the arena of student-wide issues on the CSU Council of Representatives, 
Sabrina Stea and Julie Laberge recognized the need for FASA’‘s revival. Laberge explains, “Students 
were coming to me with concerns that were simply outside the jurisdiction of the CSU and my 
position as a council member.” Stea, who will be presenting her nomination as acting FASA 
president at the General Assembly, contends that (FASA) is as important for students currently as it 
is over the long term. “We noticed an important lack of representation and voice in the interests of 
Fine Arts students throughout the University.” 


With the help of a handful of Fine Arts students who are actively involved, Stea and Laberge expect 
to have the association up and running for its next election in March, fully equipped with a 
constitution and a representative FASA Council composed of students from each department. 

Also included on the agenda, the promotion of a faculty-wide arts festival, commemorating the Fine 
Arts Faculty’s 25th anniversary, is scheduled to take place between March sth to 16th. Entitled Art 
Matters, Michael Golden has been working on bringing student productions together for a week and 
a half of music, performance, and visual arts.
